HAT manufacturers of the same 

chemical products, all employing the 

same processes of manufacture and 
thereby obtaining the same by-products in 
the same amounts, can figure costs and 
arrive at different conclusions, is one of the 
unsatisfactory peculiarities of the chemical 
industry. It cannot be denied that at times 
prices of chemicals fluctuate without basic 
cause; it also cannot be denied that prices 
of products that have been fairly steady 
over a long period, suddenly precipitate to 
a sharply lower level, also without basic 
cause. In many instances the reason for 
this drop is that some factor has arrived 
at a new method of figuring his costs. 


Ir is indeed unfortunate that in many 
processes of chemical manufacture, it is 
necessary to place an arbitrary cost upon 
one or more of the by-products in order 
that the costs of the more important prod- 
ucts may be arrived at. Some makers go 
so far as to apply the rule that the by- 
products are worth nothing, and charge 
what they receive for them wholly as 
profit. These factors are likely to be much 
higher in the selling prices of their major 
products, and therefore lay themselves 
open to sharp price competition. <A 
greater divergency of cost is bound to exist 
in the case of manufacturers obtaining the 
same products by varying methods, such as 
caustic by the old process, and by the 
electrolytic process. 


Crewe at products, regardless of the 
eost applied to them, must be sold in com- 
petition with one another in the same 


market. There is no quarter given by one 
maker to another because the costs are fig- 
ured differently. Some makers claim that 
they are losing money on a product when 
the price is forced down, while others state 
that there is still a profit in it at the new 
figure. This generally results in the maker 
that finds red ink appearing upon some of 
his products, changing his cost accounting 
methods so that all of his products show 
some profit. It is an old story in dye man- 
ufacture that when a product begins to 
show a loss, a greater cost is applied to the 
products that still show a fair return. This 
process goes on until the maker has many 
products that yield very small profits, in- 
stead of having one or two products with 
large profits, and several with slight losses. 


The solution to this problem is not an 
easy one, but if the chemical industry in 
all its branches is to pursue a steady profit- 
able course, it must be found. Competition 
today is sharp, but it is not nearly so sharp 
as it will be if business slackens. If profits 
cannot be made under conditions as they 
exist at the present time, then there is 
something radically wrong with the meth- 
ods of figuring costs and doing business. 
Closer cooperation between manufacturers 
in the problem of cost accounting will help; 
but it is obvious that the various branches 
of the industry must solve their problems 
independently, as certainly no blanket 
rule can be applied to all products. The 
fact that large consumers of chemicals have 
become producers and sellers of many 
chemical products only adds to the per- 
plexity of the problem. 























A SELLERS’ MARKET 


Decided strength is prevalent this Fall in mar- 
kets that for some time past have been weak, and 
makers of most chemicals are approaching the 
contract period with great optimism. The situa- 
tion has not been brought about in all products 
by increased consumption, although in some instan- 
ces this is the cause. A greater realization that 
production and consumption should be balanced 
and that consumption should be forecast as aceu- 
rately as possible and production kept within the 
limits set, appears to be the most common cause. 

Bleach at the moment is short with many sell- 
ers; chlorine prices are very firm and certainly no 
lower prices are expected to prevail for next 
year’s business; anhydrous ammonia contracts are 
being closed at the same prices that have been in 
effect for the current year; carbon tetrachloride 
has been advanced; copper sulfate is selling well 
above a year ago; domestic makers are now the 
main source of supply of barium ehloride at firm 
prices; oxalic acid is short with domestic makers, 
due to one maker having greatly curtailed pro- 
duction, and importers being afraid to commit 
themselves abroad as they do not know when this 
maker will resume full production; prussiates are 
now supplied almost entirely by domestic produ- 
cers and prices have not varied the slightest amount 
during the past year; sulfur and sulfurie acid have 
been advanced during the past year and are likely 
to advance further. 

Here are ten examples of the trend of the mar- 
kets. No one will deny that within the past year 
the market for industrial chemicals has for the 
most part changed from the hands of the buyers 
into the hands of the sellers. Many sellers have 
had a rude awakening to this fact by taking all 
the orders they could book and suddenly finding 
themselves unable to make shipments on specified 
dates. The hectic markets of war times have not 
returned, but, if conditions are not normal, then 
we have the wrong definition of the word. 





THE CHEMICAL MARKET PLACE 

In order to increase the value of CHEMICAL 
MarRKETs to its readers, we have this week inau- 
gurated the ‘‘Chemical Market Place’’. Generally 
speaking, chemical trade papers give market re- 
ports that are decidedly local in character, the 
New York market attracting practically all the 
attention. The New York market cannot be active 
unless other parts of the country are active, and 
fluctuations in the New York market are merely 
reflections of what has previously taken place in 
other localities. It is the purpose of the ‘‘Chemical 
Market Place’’ to publish first hand reports from 
all the important chemical consuming centers and 
thereby give to all parts of the country information 
as to what is happening in other parts. By this 
service it is anticipated that readers in all localities 
will be able to adjust themselves to conditions that 
are arising somewhere else and are likely to affect 
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their business one way or another. We believe this 
is @ distinet step forward in our service to our 
readers, and that the value of this feature will 
quickly be realized.

Whether the Dempsey-Tunney fight or the 
World’s Series is responsible for the heavy move 
ment and consequent rise in price of white sal 
ammoniae cannot be determined, but it appears 
possible that both of these events brought home 
to radio owners the fact that Fall and Winter wer 
upon them and caused a sudden rush for batteries 


to put the radios in order for the coming cold 
weather. 


| Ten Years Ago |

A source of American potash may be developed from 
alunite deposits in the mountains of Utah, according to 
the belief of Government scientists, who have been 
conducting laboratory investigations. 





American oxalic acid is now being manufactured in 
comparatively large quantities, and the industry is be- 
coming so firmly established that it is here to stay 
despite all foreign competition, according to the general 
opinion of manufacturers. Before the war, oxalic acid 
was produced in this country, notably by American Al- 
kali & Acid Co., Bradford, Pa., but with the start of 
hostilities and the rise in prices due to a shortage caused 
by a drop in imports, other manufacturers entered the 
field. It is within a year that the price advanced from 
a normal level of 7%c tb, to present prices of 60c th. 
after a peak of 70c tb was reached. 

Dr. B. C. Hesse addressed the 
Society last week on “Why Our Chemical Import 
Statistics Should Be Overhauled.” “What we are after,” 
said Dr. Hesse, “are the names of those things that in 
normal times come to us from abroad and are used 
or can be made by a branch of our chemical industry.” 

E. C. Klipstein, president of E. C. Klipstein & Sons 
Co., differs from many of the American chemical and 
dye manufacturers with respect to the recently enacted 
tariff. He declares that “this is the most scientific coal 
tar dye schedule ever put in the tariff.’ “It is the 
first schedule,” he adds, “that has braved the anger 0!

Looking back on the Deepwater 
pidgrimage, it reminds me curious- 
ly of another chemical junket I 
made five years ago. They are so 
different. Then Herbert Hoover, 
his tremendous enthusiasm for ser- 
vice to American industry in its 
first flush, called to Washington 
a selected band of chemical manu- 
facturers. Leaning eagerly across 
his great desk in the Department 
of Commerce, he sketched briefly,

Tuesday, October fifth, fifty-one 
guests of the Kentucky and the 
Eastern Alcohol Corporations went 
on an inspection trip to the com- 
panies’ new plant at Deepwater, 
Delaware. The main party left 
New York in a private car on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad at nine in 
the morning, was reinforced at 
Philadelphia, and at Wilmington 
was joined by the quests from 
Washington. The afternoon was 
devoted to a complete and thorough 
inspection of the most modern and 
one of the largest alcohol plants in 
the country. There were no 
speeches either at lunch or at din- 
ner; no hitches in the schedule; no 
samples were distributed—but it is 
not for these outstanding and un- 
usual reasons that this Deepwater 
pilgrimage will make history in 
the American Chemical Industry. 


honor of making this suggestion 
belongs to him. It is a very tan- 
gible honor. 

Nor was this inspection trip 
merely a splendid gesture. From 
the molasses intake to the awto~- 
matic weighting scales in the ship- 
ping room, every building, every 
operation, was gone over carefully. 
Detailed inspection was not enough 
and there were on hand engineers 
from the manufacturers who sp- 
plied the apparatus and equipment 
to explain and answer any ques- 
tion. Invitations not only went to 
competitors, but it was no hand- 
picked list of salesmen and office 
executives to whom plant opera- 
tions are a book written in a for- 
eign language. From the U. S. In- 
dustrial Alcohol Co. came Dr 
3ackhaus, production manager at 
Baltimore and the assistant to the 
President Mr. Brown; from Ame? 
ican Solvents were Messrs. Tunni 
son, Jell, and Lester Bacharach; 
from the Federal Products Co., 


but with a world of intimate chemical detail, supported 
by practical industrial and economic experience, the ad- 
vantages of an accurate picture of the production and 
consumption of industrial chemicals. He suggested tact- 
fully that a beginning might be made with a few of 
the more important products—say, the mineral acids 
and a couple of the alkalies. Most engagingly he of- 
fered to the industry the services of his Department and 
proffered his personal aid in setting up the machinery 
to collect complete and reliable chemical statistics. 
There were some odds and ends of discussions—pros and 
cons, ways and means, and just when it seemed that 
there was some chance of a favorable consideration, up 
rose an executive officer of one of our very largest 
chemical corporations. Most politely, but with a deadly 
finality, he itemized the competitive conditions in the 
chemical markets which made it quite impossible to 
collect such statistics. There was a moment’s strained 
silence, and then Mr. Hoover rose. 

“Then, gentlemen,” he said, “it appears that we have 
all of us been wasting our time.” 

At that time—five short, busy years ago—it would 
have been quite as much a waste of time to have pro- 
posed to any chemical manufacturer with a new plant 
that he should invite his competitors to inspect his new 
buildings and apparatus. If the operations included im- 
provements which increase the net yield some eight per 
cent, any such proposal would have been hooted down 
as idiotic. We have not yet begun to supply Mr. Hoover 
With statistics; but this second suggestion, so much 
ore individual, so much more revealing, so much more 
sincere, was promptly acted upon by the Kentucky and 
he Eastern Alcohol Corporations when it was made 
by Sid Klein.

The plant which was the occasion of this unique 
pilgrimage of competitors, leaves one with an out- 
standing impression of careful planning for convenient 
and economic production.

The new system of 
heating the raw molasses stock to about 50° C. before 
fermentation, to reduce chances of bacterial infection 
and the cooling of the fermentation tanks by an external 
spray of cold water were both explained in exact tech- 
nica’ detail. It would appear that a greater floor area 
in “the still house might have resulted in increased ef- 
ficiency, and the plant officials were prompt to confirm 
this opinion. 


The plant stands today at a cost of just under two mil- 
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lion dollars. It can produce 37,000 gallons a day of 90 
proof, and has storage capacity for a million and a 
quarter gallons. There are storage tanks to hold six 
million gallons of molasses, and the fermenting capacity 
is 125,000 gallons in two bottles of six tanks each. 

But after all, these facts of concrete and iron, and 
these figures of gallons and degrees are less interesting 
than the chance remark I overheard as I was leaving 
the private car at Newark. At a table were seated four 
men—three of whom certainly would not have spoken 
civilly six months ago. “I’ll double four hearts, and 
be damned to you, Jimmy.” 
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Successful preparation of lead aluminate is announced 
by B. Garre, of Danzig, in a recent issue of “Chemiker- 
Zeitung.” Garre has succeeded in producing lead alumi- 
nate by mixing litharge and alumina in molecular pro- 
portions, and subjecting the mixture, in the form of 
small granules, to a temperature of 700° C. for a long 
period. The mixture is originally yellowish in color, 
but as the heating proceeds, the color changes to a 
pure white. 





A new process for the separation of the last traces 
of carbon monoxide from the hydrogen in water gas 
is reported from Italy. The process, which has been 
patented by Prof. Cicali, of Bologna, consists in the 
introduction of a specific quantity of cold nitrogen gas 
into the mixture. By this means the residual carbon 
monoxide is liquefied and pure hydrogen together with 
a little nitrogen remains.

| Sores of Chemists 


Several of the Contracts in Use by Leading 
Chemical Manufacturers ~ 


OT all chemical manufacturing concerns safeguard 

themselves in regard to the control of inven- 

tions discovered by chemists in their employ. 
In a request for information on this subject, not a small 
number of manufacturers stated that they had no agree- 
ment of any description with their chemist employees. 
Most of the larger concerns, however, have regular forms 
of contracts that are signed by the chemist before he 
is allowed to enter the employ of the company. These 
forms avoid any legal entanglement at the time of the 
discovery. 

Several of the contracts in use follow: 

Whereas the Corporation is engaged in the manufac- 
ture and sale of under certain patented pro- 
cesses, and in connection with such manufacture is 
endeavoring to discover improvements on its patented 
processes and other plant methods, apparatus and devices 
useful in its business and to increase the market for 
its products and derivatives thereof; and 

Whereas the said party of the second part is desirous 
of entering the employ of the Corporation on the terms 
and conditions hereinafter set forth, and individually or 
in conjunction with others is or may be an originator 
or inventor of improvements useful in the Corporation’s 
business which may prove of patentable value; 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises and 
the mutual covenants herein contained, it is agreed by 
the parties hereto as follows: 

1. ‘Said party of the second part hereby agrees to 
serve the Corporation faithfully and to the best of his 
ability under the direction of its officers, devoting his 
entire time, energy, and skill to the service of the Cor- 
poration and the promotion of its interests; and to per- 
form from time to time such work as said officers shall 
request, and at such places as they shall direct. Said 
work shall be done and said services performed in a 
manner reasonably satisfactory to such officers. 

2. Said party of the second part agrees for the pay- 
ments to be made to him as hereinafter set forth to 
fully disclose and assign to the Corporation or its at- 
torneys or agents any and all inventions made or con- 
ceived by him, individually or in conjunction with others, 
during the life of this agreement and relating in any 
way to any way to any improvements in the manufacture 
of — , and derivatives of said chemicals, and any 
other formula, method, process, machine, or appliance 
directly or indirectly connected with the business of 
the Corporation, or resulting from or suggested by any 
work done by him individually or in conjunction with 
others hereunder, including those made or conceived by 
him, individually or in conjunction with others, between 
the time when he entered the employ of the corporation 
and the date of this agreement. Said party of the 
second part shall, if and whenever so requested by the 
Corporation, make to the Corporation an adequate dis- 
closure of his invention in written form dated and signed 
by him and fully descriptive of the alleged improve- 
ments, including the circumstances and date of origin- 





ation thereof, and the names of all those, if any, hav- 
ing knowledge thereof, and also accompanied by such 
sketches or drawings as may be required for a complete 
understanding thereof. Said inventions and improve- 
ments are to become and remain the exclusive property 
of the Corporation or its nominees whether or not 
patent applications are filed thereon, and the party of 
the second part agrees from time to time, upon request, 
and at the expense of the Corporation or its nominees 
to make and execute suitable. applications, through the 
Patent Solicitors of the Corporation, for Letters Patent 
of the United States and any foreign country, on said 
inventions and improvements, and to assign any and all 
such applications or patents which may issue thereon 
including any divisional and reissue applications, to the 
Corporation or its nominees upon request by the Cor- 
poration or its nominees so to do; and without charge 
for his services beyond the payments herein provided 
for, to give the Corporation or its nominees, attorneys 
and solicitors, all information, reasonable assistance and 
authority in preparing said applications, drawing the 
claims, drafting amendments, etc. Time actually spent 
by the party of the second part at such work at the 
request of the Corporation or of its nominees 
after the termination of the employment © shal! 
be paid for by the Corporation or its nominees at a 
reasonable rate, but no termination hereof shall release 
the party of the second part from his obligations under 
this agreement as to any inventions which he hereby 
agrees to assign. 

3. The party of the second part attaches hereon a 
list of all patents and patent applications not assigned 
to the Corporation which have heretofore been taken 
out or filed on his inventions and also a list and short 
description of unpatented inventions which he made 
before he entered the employ of the Corporation which 
he excepts from the operation of this agreement, and he 
hereby covenants that this list is complete.* 

4. The party of the second part agrees not to dis- 
close any confidential information obtained by him in 
any way while in the employ of the Corporation to a 
third person without the consent of an executive officer 
of the Corporation whether during or after his employ- 
ment under this agreement, and further agrees upon 
leaving the employ of the Corporation not: to take 
with him without its consent any drawings, blueprint 
or other reproduction or memoranda showing or con- 
taining such information. 

5. The Corporation agrees to pay the said party of 
the second part at the rate of Dollars per , 
and at the same rate for any part of a , while 
this agreement is in force; which payment shall be 
in full force for all services rendered and the assignment 
of all said inventions to the Corporation. This agree- 
ment runs until If said party of the second 


part continues in the employ of the Corporation after 
the expiration of the terms hereof without any written 
renewal hereof, then this agreement shall be in force 
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from month to month subject to cancellation by either 
party on thirty days’ written notice to the other. 


6. No change in salary of the party of the second 
part shail be made except by mutual consent while this 
agreement is in force, but if any such change is made, 
or if the character of the service performed is changed, 
the party of the second part shall continue to be bound 
to disclose and assign inventions, etc., as above spe- 
cified. 


7. The said party of the second part shall, from time 
to time, as and whenever so requested, and without pay- 
ment or compensation therefor, execute and deliver all 
additional instruments and papers, and do and perform 
all other acts which are, in the opinion of the Corpor- 
ation’s then attorney or counsel, necessary and proper 
to fully effectuate this Agreement, or any obligation 
thereby imposed. 


8. This agreement shall benefit, and be binding upon 
the successors and assigns of the Corporation and the 
heirs, executors, and administrators of the said party 
of the second part. 

*No such list added—Party of the second part re- 
presents that he has no such inventions at the time 
of signing this agreement. 


That on account of being engaged in work of a tech- 
vical nature which may involve discoveries and im- 
provements in apparatus, processes and formulas, the

Chemical Foundation Wins Dye Patent Suit 


U. S. Supreme Court Upholds Finding In Third Circuit at Wilmington, 
Del.—Sale By Alien Property Custodian Declared Legal—Francis P. 
Garvan’s Contentions Supported—Suit Begun Under Harding's Di- 
rection Comes to an End—Herty Makes Statement 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 11—The 
Supreme Court of the United 
States today wrote the final chap- 
ter of the case of the Government 
against the Chemical Foundation, 
Inc., when the court decided in 
favor of the Foundation and against 
the Government. Thus has been 
ended litigation which has been in 
progress literally ever since the war 
in one shape or another. 

In rendering its decision the Su- 
preme Court sustained the sale of 
the German chemical and dye pat-

ents, trade-marks, etc., which were 
seized during the war, to the Chem- 
ical Foundation by the Alien Pro- 
perty Custodian. In its decision 
therefore, the U. S. Supreme Court 
upheld the decision of the District 
Court at Wilmington, Del. 

Sale of the patents was ordered 
under the administration of Presi- 
lent Wilson, while A. Mitchell 
Palmer was alien property custo- 
lian. 

President Harding directed that 
‘it be filed for cancellation of the 
transaction, on the ground that the 
price obtained was inadequate, that 
the sale was made without authority 
ind for other reasons. 

The fight of the Federal adminis- 
tration to cancel the sale of Ger- 
man chemical and dye _ patents, 
trade-marks and copyrights to the 
Chemical Foundation, Incorporated, 
was carried to the Supreme Court 





after the Delaware court for Dela- 
ware and the Court of Appeals for 
that circuit had given adverse de- 
cisions. 


Pointing out that President 
Harding had directed the suit to 
recover possession and that his posi- 
tion had been supported by three 
Attorneys General, the Department 
of Justice sought to have the sale 
set aside on the grounds, among 
others, that the price obtained was 
wholly inadequate, that the alien 
property custodian had no authority 
to make it, that the transaction was 
an unlawful conspiracy and that it 
had resulted in a restraint of inter- 
state and foreign commerce in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust 
laws. 

Counsel for the corporation con- 
tended that Frank L. Polk had been: 
fully empowdered by President Wil- 
son, before the latter went to Paris, 
to authorize A. Mitchell Palmer, 
alien property custodian, to make 
the sale privately without compet- 
itive bidding to a corporation re- 
presenting the chemical and dve in- 
dustry of the country, according to 
a plan worked out by Mr. Palmer 
after Congress had provided for the 
confiscation of the properties, the 
plan having been approved by Pres 
ident Wilson to Americanize the 
chemical and dye industry. Many 
of the patents, trade-marks and 
copyrights were valueless, they as- 
serted, and the others required large 
exnenditures of money to develop, 
owing to the practice of the Ger- 
mans not to disclose in their 
patent sufficient information to 
make them workable, thus requir- 
ing extensive experimentation. 

For these reasons it was im- 
possible, it was asserted, to deter- 
mine the actual market value of the 
patents or to find purchasers in a 
competitive bidding. It had, there- 
fore, been determined, with the ap- 
proval of the President, to turn the 
properties over to a corporation 
which would be required to grant 
the Federal Government the free 
use of the patents, and would guar- 
antee that all American interests 
which desired to use them should 


be granted licenses under like 
terms. 

The corporation was not a mon- 
ey-making affair, it was asserted, 
but was controlled by a committee 
which had no financial interest in 
it, its officers serving without sal- 
ary, merely to permit the corpora- 
tion to function. 

The Government insisted that the 
same results, so far as the chemical 
and dye industries were concerned, 
could have been obtained had the 
Government retained title to the 
properties instead of turning them 
over to a private corporation, and 
particularly challenged the sales 
which Francis P. Garvan, as alien 
property custodian, had made to

himself as head of the corporation 
after Mr. Palmer had become At- 
torney General. It insisted that 
Congress had intended that the pro- 
perties should be held by the alien 
property custodian until it made 
provision for their disposition. 

Charles H. Herty, president of 
Synthetic Organic Chemical Man- 
ufacturers Association, issued the 
following statement Wednesday: 

“A unanimous opinion by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
on any question carries with it a 
mark of finality. It is particularly 
gratifying to feel that the end of 
this unfortunate litigation has been 
reached. 

“The decision is so clear and so 
sweeping that it needs no comment 
from me. The chemical industry 
owes a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
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Garvan, the President of the Foun- 
dation, for the superb fight he has 
made, and congratulations are due 
him upon such a complete victory. 

“Now that the burden of carry- 
ing on this defense has been re- 
moved, I am confident that the 
country will benefit to a still larger 
extent from the fine educational 
work which the Foundation has 
done, in bringing this nation to un- 
derstand the importance of chem- 
istry to every phase of life and 
particularly in emphasizing the fun- 
damental importance of research as 
the key to industrial advance. The 
road is clear ahead. This decision 
marks the beginning of a new per- 
iod of chemistry in America.”

BRITISH POWER ALCOHOL 


A joint conference on power al- 
cohol was held recently in London, 
where a discussion of experiments 
with its manufacture took place, ac- 
cording to a report from Consul 
General Horace Lee Washington, 
London. The first large-scale ex- 
periment on these lines is being 
carried out in Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, where a plant for the produc- 
tion of 2,000,000 gallons of motor 
fuel per annum is being erected, and 
steps are being taken for building 
three more, to employ molasses 
from the sugar plantations and 
starchy products such as cassava 
or sweet potato.

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Baker and Carter Win Acetic Acid Suit 


Verdict of $87,000 Awarded to H. J. Baker and J. P. Carter in Suit 
Against Keystone Wood Products Co. for Breach of Contract In- 
volving the Brewster Process Acetic Acid Plant—Keystone to Appeal 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Erie, Pa., October 8—A_ verdict 
of $87,000 was awarded today be- 
fore Judge Schoonmaker in Federal 
Court of Western District of 
Pennsylvania sitting here, in favor ot 
H. J. Baker & Bro. and J. P. Car- 
ter associated with Chemical Sol- 
vents, Inc., plaintiffs in a suit against 
Keystone Wood Preducts OO: for 
breach of contract concerning the 
erection of a plant to make acetic 
cid by the Brewster process of ex- 
traction with ether. 

The complaint as filed recites that 
a contract was entered into by H. J. 
Baker & Bro. and J. P. Carter with 
Keystone Wood Products Co., call- 
ing for the erection of a Brewster 
process acetic acid plant at Betula, 
Pa. It is stated that the plaintiffs 
were to be*paid the cost of this plant. 

The court held that the contract 
was breached and made the award of 
$87,000 representing the cost of the 
plant and various other items. 

Statement received Monday from 
Keystone Wood Products Co., says 
that, in the event that a retrial is 
not granted by the Court, an appeal 
will be taken to a higher court. 

The process to be used in the plant 
involved is known as the Brewster 
process, news of which was exclusive- 
ly published in this paper on April 
22, 1925. This process was discovered 
by Dr. Theodore J. Brewster who 
died in January 1925, and was a con- 
sulting chemist in Perth Amboy, 
N. J., previous to his death. 

In the article published in this pa- 
per a year and a half ag‘o, it was 
stated that acetic acid could be made 
by this process for $1.56 per 100 Ibs. 
of 100 per cent acid. At that time the 
wood chemical industry was seriously 
threatened with competition from syn- 
thetic methanol. Pure methanol was 
then quoted generally at 75c gal. in 
tanks, against a price of 80c gal. to- 
day, and acetate of lime was quoted at 
$3.00 per 100 Ibs., against a price of 
$3.25 today The article stated “The 
present price at which methanol is 
being sold averages 40c gal. at the 
plant. As the best yield is about 10 
gallons per cord of wood, this makes 
a value of $4.00 per cord. It is pos- 
sible with synthetic methanol, that 
the price may reach 15¢ or $1.50 per 
cord, of wood, making a difference 
of $2.50 against present prices. The 
present price of acetate of lime f.o.b. 
crude plant varies from $2.00 to 


$2.65 per 100 Ibs., and as the yield is 
200 lbs. per cord, the value is $5.30 
per cord. The total cost of produc- 
tion is not less than $1.24, making the 
net value per cord $4.06. 

“The cost of producing acetic acid 
from carbide is not less than 8c per 
Ib. of actual acid. It is figured that 
acid could sell at 8c per lb. of actua: 
acid, and that the yield from a cord 
of wood by the extraction process 
would be 108 Ibs. of acid makine 
$8.64 per cord. Direct cost of pro- 
duction would be about $1.50 per 
cord, and can probably be reduced 
$1.00 per cord. At $1.50 per cord, 
the net value of acid per cord would 
be $7.14, or a gain against acetate of 
lime of $3.08, thus making an actual 
gain of 58c per cord if methanol had 
to be sold at 15c and acid at 8c in 
competition with synthetic products. 

“As a matter of fact, acid cannot 
profitably be made and sold at 8c on 
the value of acetate of lime at the 
figure used for comparison. 

“The price of acetate of lime varies 
from $2.00 to $2.65 per 100 Ibs. The 
vield varies from 180 to 200 Ibs. per 
cord. Taking the highest price and 
the highest yield, the value would be 
$5.30 per cord. Cost of manufacture 
is low at $1.24, making a maximum 
net value of $4.06 per cord.”

New Alcohol Formula for Nos. 1 and 5 


Double the Amount of Methanol Ordered After Jan. 1, 1927—Pyridine 
Eliminated With Aldehol in its Place—Three Variations of New For- 


mula Expected 


A new alcohol denaturing for- 
mula to be substituted after Jan. 1, 
1927 for formulas Nos. 1 and 5 now 
in force for completely denatured 
alcohol, has been announced by the 
Treasury Department. The’ for- 
mula calls for the following ingre- 
dients: 100 parts of ethyl alcohol, 
not less than 160 proof; 4 parts by 
volume of denaturing grade meth- 
anol; 0.75 parts of aldehol, grade 
A; 0.5 parts approved benzine. 


In this formula the amount of 
methanol has been doubled over the 
present No. 5. Also the new for- 
mula calls for no pyridine, aldehol 
being substituted in its place. Al- 
dehol is a product manufactured by 
Kay Laboratories of Pittsburgh. It 
is reported that there is not suf- 
ficient production of aldehol at the 
present time to satisfy the de- 
mands that will arise. A new plant 
is reported to be under construc- 
tion. In order to tide over the 
period of limited production of al- 
dehol and also to allow producers 
to dispose of the pyridine now on 
hand, it is expected that pyridine 
will be allowed in the new formula 
for some time to come. 

It is expected by alcohol prod- 
ucers that the new formula will be 
varied in degree. . They ex- 
pect that there will be three var- 
ieties of the formula, calling for 4, 
6 and 10 parts of methanol respect- 
ively, according to the use for which 
the material is intended. This will 
make it possible for the various 
consumers of completely denatured 
alcohol to select a form of com- 
pletely denatured alcohol that is 
best suited to their needs, and it is 
expected that these three varieties 
will satisfy every industrial) con- 
sumer.

Sir Alfred Mond, on his arrival 
in England last week, from a visit 
to United States and Canada, said 
to press representatives: 

“T found one of the most harmful 
things that has appeared for a long 
time in America was the extraor- 
dinarily foolish pronouncement of 
Dean Inge. The whole American 
press was full of it in pictures and 
big headlines, but with very little 
text, simply trying to show that the 
Empire was doomed and that Great 
Britain would disappear. 

“It is almost intolerable that men 
who are experienced neither in fin- 
ance nor commerce and who have 
never had to deal in a practical way 
as others have with business mat- 
ters of vital importance to Great 
Britain, should hinder our efforts 
when we are trying to hold our 
ends up. 

“Fortunately many of the bet- 
ter instructed men in New York 
are in close touch with the Euro- 
pean situation and the effect is, to 
some extent, discounted. This kind 
of attack, however, is seriously en- 
dangering Anglo-American _ rela- 
tions, and that was said to me by 
one of the leading international 
bankers in New York.” 

Sir Alfred added that America 
was still on the way to unbeliev- 
able prosperity. He had also in- 
vestigated the instalment system, 
which, he said, was working in a 
most remarkable way to mobilize 
the credit of the poor and that a 
great deal of prosperity of America 
was due to the fact that it had now 
been organized as a method of 
finance.

Modification of Regulations Issued By Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Effective Oct. 1—Changes Also Apply to Dangerous Articles Other 
Than Explosives—Wooden Barrels and Kegs for Paints, Varnishes, 


Lacquers 


Modifications of regulations for 
transportation of explosives have 
been made by Interstate Commerce 
Commission, effective Oct. 1, as 
follows: In Part I of bulletin, Sec- 
tion 4, label, certificates, compressed 
gases (cancels and supersedes par. 
308 (s), p. 25 of bulletin, as 
amended). 


308. (s) Except poisonous gases 
as covered by paragraph 307 (a) 
herein, inflammable or non-inflam- 
mable gases in cylinders or tubes not 
exceeding seven-eighths inch out- 
side diameter and of not more than 
four fluid ounces water capacity, 
hand fire extinguishers containing 
non-liquified gas for the purpose of 
expelling fire-extinguishing con- 
tents, and machines or apparatus 
assembled for shipment and con- 
taining not more than 15 pounds 
of gas or liquid for their operation, 
are exempt from the requirements 
of these regulations. 

Section 5—Preparation and pack- 
ing dangerous articles other than 
explosives. Inflammable liquids— 
red label. (Cancels and supersedes 
subparagraph to paragraph 430, p. 
38 of bulletin, as amended). 

No. 10C. Wooden barrels and 
kegs—authorized only for paints, 
varnishes, lacquers and road as- 
phalt, having flash point above 20 
degrees F.; not over 55 gallons 
each. 


Part JII—Regulations for the 
transportation of explosives and 
other dangerous articles by ex- 
press. 

Section 4—Exceptions to; the 
requirements. Compressed gases: 
(Cancels and supersedes par. 75A 
(1), p. 111 of bulletin, as amended). 
75A is modified to read same as 308 
(above). 


Part IV—Shipping Container Spe- 
cification No. 10C. Wooden bar- 
rels and kegs (tight). Remodeled 
Containers. (Adds par. 4 to spe- 
cification 10C, p. 219 of bulletin, as 
amended). 


4. Containers not manufactured 
under this specification but which 
when remodeled fully meet the re- 
quirements hereof, are approved for

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PREDICT HIGHER POTASH 


German Potash Syndicate’s cus- 
tomers are in receipt of letters in- 
forming them that the syndicate is 
accepting orders on all grades of 
potash at present prices for prompt 
business only, and that these prices 
are subject to change without no- 
tice. The letter urges buyers to 
place orders for their entire sea- 
son’s requirements without delay, 
as latest advices are to the effect 
that exporters are already exper- 
iencing difficulty in getting suitable 
freight space for Fall and Winter 
shipments, at prices they can 
ford to pay. Freight rates on 
tash salts from Germany may 
vance to $5 or $6 per ton in 
near future, and an advance 
nearly 100% on freight for other 
materials is being asked.

Milan, Italy, Sept. 24—The high- 
er value of the lira (27.50 lire to the 
dollar) has caused a certain scare 
with those purchasing dyes, that 
hope in a strong reduction in the 
prices for later. On the other hand,

CZECHOSLOVAKIA’S 


DYE TRADE 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28 — 
Czechoslovakia’s exports of 1,338,- 
700 pounds of dyes in 1925 were 
340 per cent greater than in 1924, 
while imports though still compar- 
atively high, declined nearly 15 
per cent to 7,553,000 pounds. 

Preliminary figures of 1925 do 
not group the dyes by classes. In 
1924, dyes other than alizarin, in- 
dige, azo, and sulfur constituted 64 
per cent of the total exports and 84 
per cent of the imports. 

The United States did not figure 
in the Czechoslovakian import trade 
and only to a very small extent in 
the export trade, having purchased 
small quantities of the  alizarine 
group and “Other Dyes” in 1924.

GERMAN DYES FOR RUSSIA 

The Commission of I. G. Farben- 
industrie, which negotiated with 
the Russian government, in regard 
to delivery of aniline dyes, phar- 
maceutical products, and heavy 
chemicals, has returned to Ger- 
many with a three-year delivery 
agreement, says “Berliner Boersen 
Zeitung.” The Russian Govern- 
ment pledges itself to buy during 
three years at least 70 per cent of 
its total needs in aniline dyes from 
I. G. It further pledges itself to 
purchase 70 per cent of its pharma- 
ceutical products and an important 
share of its heavy chemicals from 
I. G. In past years the value of 
chemical products imported into 
Russia amounted to approximately 
65,000,000 marks, of which Ger- 
many alone sent 55,000,000 marks 
worth. It is estimated that these 
imports into Russia will further in- 
crease so that the value of the im- 
ports in the next three years should 
reach approximately 200,000,000 
marks. 

Germany’s exports of coal-tar 
dyes to Russia during the first six 
months of 1926 exceeded by 30 per 
cent in quantity the shipments to 
the second best market, British In- 
dia, and approximately 80 per cent 
of the 1925 twelve months’ total.
